All the Ho o v er Co mmissio n pro po ses to do is apply 
to the administrativ e structure o f the CIA the same 
g o o d manag ement y ardsticks it has used in g aug ing 
the effectiv eness o f o ther g o v ernment ag encies in the 
past fiv e y ears. 
Fo r all the public kno ws, o r any co ng ressman 
kno ws, the CIA mig ht be a bureaucratic mess, full 
o f interlo cking functio ns and duplicatio ns. There may 
b« a g reat deal o f administrativ e waste. In any ev ent, 
the co mmissio n, which will be headed by retired Gen. 
Mark Clark, sho uld be able to say , witho ut rev ealing 
any o f th CIA’s o perating secrf ts, whether the ag ency 
is being run efficiently . 
This wo uld enlig hten bo th the co ng ressman who 
is asked to v o te funds fo r the o peratio n o f the CIA

It was what i.« knowm as institutional advertising and 
expressed the views of W alter D itm ars. the president of 
the company. The advertisem ent was issued, as is custom­ 
ary, through an agency, French A Preston, Inc., and was 
printed in m agazines. I do not know whether such adver­ 
tisem ents sell the product of the company because no 
attem pt to do that was made. 
Apparently Mr. Ditm ars 
likes Kipling and di. likes Hushia. 
Thereupon the agency received a form letter from 
the “ A.A.A.A. Interchange of Opinion on Objectionable 
Advertising.” This letter contained the following criticism : 
“ Poor taste, timing and handling. Giving ammunition 
to unfriendly nation. Could be used against us.” 


Mind y o u. the adv ertisement co nsists o f no thing 
hut the fero cio us bear and Kipling 's lines. Kipling has 
no t been po o r taste, lo ! these many y ears and It is 
a little difficult to g rasp ho w the particular unfriendly 
natio n co uld beco me mo re unfriendly than it has been 
since 19 18 .

Investigating CIA 
Is Ticklish Job 


There are more areas in government in the U. S. 
today which are closed books than ever in its history. 
The fact that it was possible for the administration 
to send three Russian “diplomats” packing and news­ 
papers printed nothing about it for months illustrates 
the point. 
Another closed book, so far as the public is 
concerned, is the Central Intelligence Agency. Congress 
gives up its power of review of appropriations to enable 
this agency, and others like it, to operate in secrecy. 
Certainly there is a case for an investigation of the 
supersecret CIA by a Hoover Commission task force, 
as Hoover has just proposed. 
All the Hoover Commission proposes to do is apply 
to the administrative structure of the CIA the same 
good management yardsticks it has used in gauging 
the effectiveness of other government agencies in the 
past five years. 
For all the public knows, or any congressman 
knows, the CIA might be a bureaucratic mess, full 
of interlocking functions and duplications. There may 
be a great deal of administrative waste. In any event, 
the commission, which will be headed by retired Gen. 
Mark Clark, should be able to say, without revealing 
any of th CIA's operating secrets, whether the agency 
is being run efficiently. 
This would enlighten both the congressman who 
is asked to vote funds for the operation of the CIA 
on a no-questions-asked basts, and the public. 
While such an investigation certainly wouldn’t 
indicate whether the CIA was loaded with leftwinger?, 
it would reveal any boondoggling in which it may be 
engaging.

A Curious Episode 


The Gray M anufacturing Company of Hartford, Conn.. 
nome tim e ago issued an advertisem ent in a number of 
publications showing a big. ferocious bear. The caption 
read: “The Truce of the B ear” and the following stanzas 
from Rudyard Kipling were quoted: 


“When he stands up like a tired man. tottering near 
and near; 
“ When he stands up as pleading, In wavering, man- 
brute guise, 
“When he veils the hate and cunning of his little 
swinish eyes; 
“ When he shows as seeking quarter, with paws like 
hands In prayer. 
“That is the time of peril — the time of the Truce of 
the Bear!" 


It was what is known as institutional advertising and 
expressed the views of Walter D itm ars, the president of 
the company. The advertisem ent was issued, as is custom­ 
ary, through an agency, French & Preston, Inc., and was 
printed in magazines. I do not know whether such adver­ 
tisem ents sell the product of the company because no 
attem pt to do that was made. 
Apparently Mr. D itm ars 
likes Kipling and dislikes Russia. 
Thereupon the agency received a form letter from 
the “ A.A.A.A. Interchange of Opinion on Objectionable 
Advertising." This letter contained the following criticism ; 
“ Poor taste, timing and handling. Giving ammunition 
to unfriendly nation. Could be used against us. ' 


Mind you, the advertisement consists of nothing 
but the ferocious bear and Kipling's lines. Kipling has 
not been poor taste, lo! these many years and it Is 
a little difficult to grasp how the particular unfriendly 
nation could become more unfriendly than it has been 
since 19*8. 


So. Jam es Selvage who runs this advertising agency 
Inquired at first politely as to who made the criticism , so 
that he could argue the point with him. No soap! 
The 
critic had to rem ain incognito although the criticism m ight 
reflect on the company sponsoring the advertisem ent, the 
agency and possibly even on Rudyard Kipling who never 
liked the Russians anyhow, he being a British im perialist 
in the days when the em pire stood firm at the Khyber Pass. 
Now, to give “ ammunition to unfriendly nation.’’ is a 
dangerous thing to do; it might even lead to a congres­ 
sional investigation or to an FBI field check. In effect, 
the anonymous author of the accusation, whose nam e was 
safely guarded during months of correspondence, says that 
to run an advertisem ent against Russia is to give Russia 
ammunition which is like saying that we must all agree 
with Malenkov lest disagreem ent perhaps annoy that 
roundish gentleman and cause him to get very angry and 
call us nam es such as Durak! or Bourjouie! (I guarantee 
all editors and readers that these term s are not obscene, 
only offensive, and that they m ay be published without 
fear of arrest.) 


The author of the protest may be an honest man; 
he may be well-intentioned. Certainly the organization 
which distributed the anonymous criticism Is worthy 
and the Idea of an interchange of ideas among the 
hucksters is of the best. We writers are partial to 
hucksters who provide the revenue on which we live. 
But I do not understand the criticism nor did Mr. 
Ditmars who wondered what the fellow meant, if he 
meant anything at all, or is he one of those who 
believes that anybody, Eisenhower, Truman. Herbert 
Hoover, Winston Churchill, the late Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. Halle Selassie and Farouk. recently of Egypt, 
may be torn apart, limb from limb, but do not—for 
Heaven’s sake — do not ever say anything against 
Russia or the Communists, lest they get angry and 
throw a nyet at us. 


There are such people, although their logic is not 
understandable. And that leads to a fantastic ternvw hich 
has come into our language, the anti-anti-Communist. 
<Please repeat anti twice, but not three times.) This is 
a person who dislikes Communists but even more so dis­ 
likes anti-Communists. 
He puts them all in the sam e 
barrel, but the way it works out, he really helps the 
Communists by fighting their active enemies. They prefer 
to strangle M arxism by sweetness and light which Marx, 
Engels and Lenin debunked long ago. 
The magazine,- “ Tim e," recently referred to me as the 
high-priest of anti-Communism which I took as a very 
great compliment, particularly from that publication.

WASHINGTON 
The end is not yet, in the tragic 
rase of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. 
Now that Washington officialdom 
has digested the massive transcript 
released by the Atomic Energy 
Commission, there is grave and 
widespread wurry about the many 
breaches of security that the tran­ 
script contains. 
Among those reliable reported to 
be acutely disturbed is the chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission’s own General Advisory 
Committee, the brilliant Dr. I. I. 
Rabi. 
In the Pentagon, too, and 
especially in the Air Force (which 
is most intimately affected» the 
release of the Oppenheimer trans­ 
script is regarded as the most 
wholesale disclosure of secret m at­ 
ter in a very long time. 
It is true, of course, that the 
transcript was edited for security 
as it accum ulated during the hear­ 
ings. Yet the editing was obvious­ 
ly hasty, and in some cases actual­ 
ly contradictory. 
Moreover the security officers 
plainly expected that the document 
they were editing would have only 
the most limited circulation. Hence 
they used a ridiculously transpar­ 
ent system of substituting rows of 
dots for questionable words and 
phrases.

Repellents vary in their effec­ 
tiveness against different insects. 
Tile best known are dimethyl phth- 
alate, dimethyl carbate, indalone. 
and Rutgers 612, which used alone 
or in combination affect a wade 
range of species. The m ajority of 
these preparations are 
toxic 
if 
taken internally and cause sm art­ 
ing if applied to tender areas of the 
skin or to mucous m em brane lin­ 
ings particularly around the eyes. 
The oily “ feel" may be objection­ 
able to some but a greasy base is 
necessary to give longer and more 
complete protection. Oil adds an 
adhesive quality and prevents the 
m aterial from being absorbed and 
evaporated too rapidly. When used 
to repel 
mosquitoes, 
flies, 
and 
gnats a few drops may be shaken 
on the palm and applied to the 
hands, wrists, ears, face, and oth- 
e» exposed areas. Protection should 
last several hours unless sweating 
is profuse or the individual takes a 
bath or goes swimming. 


Many repellents dissolve paint,

Repellents may be rub­ 
bed or sprayed on clothing, or the 
garm ents may be saturated with a

like indalone or

m ixture of five per cent dimethyl 
phthalate, two per cent laundry 
soap, and 93 per cent water to pro­ 
tect against mosquitoes and mites. 
Clothing treated with benzyl ben­ 
zoate often keeps off chiggers even 
through two home landerings.

Em anuel Ceiler of Brooklyn, who 
wrote Ike accusing him of playing 
right into McCarthy’s hands by 
giving McCarthy confidential in­ 
come-tax returns. It’s a peniten­ 
tiary offense for others to get these 
returns. 
“ Perm it me to draw your atten­ 
tion 
to 
Executive 
Order 
10435, 
which you issued on February 6, 
1953." Congressman Ceiler wrote, 
referring 
to Eisenhower's order 
giving McCarthy access to income- 
tax returns. “ This," reminded Cei­ 
ler, “ was soon after you entered 
the White House. 
“ As you very well know, the 
policy of the junior senator from 
Wisconsin is never to defend him­ 
self against charges, but to attack 
the individual who accuses him. 
“ If the 
committee 
which 
he 
heads had a different chairm an I 
would not have any objection to 
this order. You can readily appre­ 
ciate. 
however, 
that 
a 
person 
guilty of his irresponsibility should 
not receive the aid and comfort 
involved in this executive order." 
Congressman Ceiler might ha%e 
added that McCarthy happens to 
be on friendly term s with the com­ 
missioner of internal revenue, T. 
Coleman Andrews, who once intro­ 
duced McCarthy to a Richmond. 
Va., audience as one of the nation’s 
greatest Am ericans—even though 
Andrews was supposed to be in­ 


vestigating M cCarthy’s taxes at 
the time. 
It may be because of this friend­ 
ship that M cCarthy has been able 
to get all sorts of tax returns from 
the Treasury even though his com­ 
m ittee has not voted to get them. 
Under Senate com m ittee rules, ». 
m ajority of the com m ittee is sup­ 
posed to pass on any request for 
income-tax returns. But, without 
waiting for such a vote, Andrews 
m akes tax returns available to Mc­ 
Carthy. 
McCarthy, in turn, has various 
investigators, not on the Senate 
payroll, but paid by his Texas oil 
friends, who have access to these 
confidential tax returns. This sets 
up an SS elite corps of private in­ 
vestigators working for one group 
of citizens against another. 
NOTE—Meanwhile, two of Mc­ 
Carthy's elite corps have failed to 
get security clearance. 


Washington Pipeline

duplicate tournament depended on 
w'hat South did on his first turn. 
Wherever he overcalled the open­ 
ing 1-Club with 1-Spade, lively 


bidding followed, as shown in the 
first sequence. Where South saw 
fit to bid 3-Spades as a shutout, 
North carried it to 4-Spades, The 
Souths who bid 2-Spades man­ 
aged to shut out the opponents, 
without eventually getting too 
high. 
Not that one sw’allow can prove 


the arrival of summer, or a sin­ 
gle bridge hand prove a bidding 
point, but this deal w'orked out 
so that the call by the better 
players got the better results. 
Those who bid only 1-Spade 


saw it overcalled, and thereafter 
competed until they got so high 
they were doubled and beaten two 
tricks, the sacrifice being wise 
only because the opponents could 
have made their 5-Hearts by ideal 
play.
